6 1 2 Business to be transacted In writing. All business with the Patent or TrademarK Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of 
applicants or their attomeys or agents at the Patent and Trademark Office is unnecessary. The-action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exckjs.vely 
on the written record In the Office. No attention will be paid to any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or 
doubt.

Exarnlning Procedure, pointing out typographical errors or unreadable script in Office actions or the like, or resulting in an examiner's amendment that fully sets forth 
the agreement are excluded from the interview recordation procedures below. 

The interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the "Contents^st on the file 
wrapper In a personal inten/iew, the duplic^ite copy of the Form is removed and given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the interview. In the 
case of a telephonic interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address either with or prior to the next official communication. 

The Form provides for recordation of the following information:

-Date of interview 

-Type of interview (personal or telephonic)

It is desireable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his obligation to record the substance of the interview In each case unless tjoth appli^^^ 
exar^iner aaree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, or when it is adequately recorded on the
